Big Income levy Increased 


Ltvie;! on big incomes arc increased 


by larger surtaxes in the higher brack- 
eta and by the imposition of Ihe sur- 
tax on "surtax net incomes" in excess 
of $4,000. 


Despite the surtax increase, the mar- 


ried taxpayer with a net earned in- 
come up to and including $2!i,000 will 
pay less this year than he did in 1934. 


For example, the married man with 


no dependents and having net income 
of $3,000 will pay a tax" of $8 this year 
or less than one-half as much. It is 
computed in this way: A 10 per cent 
allowance for earned income amounts 
to §300, which deducted from $3,000 
leaves $2,700. Subtraction of the $2,500 
exemption for married persons leaves 
a taxable income of ?200, and 4 per 
cent of that amount is ?8.

I $5,000 will pay a tax of $80 as com- 
pared with 5100 a year ago. The man 
in the same status with an earned in- 
come of $25,000 pays $2,489 as com- 
pared with $2,520 in 1934. 


Persons with earned incomes above 


Stii.OOO will pay a higher tax than they 
did last year although the increase is 
not relatively large. 


The 10 per cent credit applies only 


to earned income, no allowance be- 
ing granted for revenues derived from 
investments of various kinds.
